E v e ii a f t e r t w o h o u r s of 
discussion at the meeting here a 
week ago Monday to explain Hie 
proposed 
changes in the Public 
School Education program 
there 
still seemed to be much confusion 
and misunderstanding. 
I he one thing that seemed to be 
clear after the discussion was that 
education was going to cost more 
and more 
each year. 
The only 
question seemed to be how much 
more, and how much more we could 
afford. 
I he two factors in the program 
that cause the most opposition are 
the consolidation of school districts 
and the share of costs. 
Since we have no idea how the 
proposal will come out of the legis­ 
lature, we can only comment on the 
program as it is expressed in the 
committee’s report. 
Even though it is possible that 
Jones County could have one school 
district and still have three high 
schools and as many other junior 
high schools and elementary schools 
as needed, we still have our doubts 
about this part of 
the program. 
While we would favor a slower ap­ 
proach lo this it may be that in the 
long run this is the best answer. 
II this part of the program does 
not curtail our local schools, and as 
we understand it, it would not, then 
we can go along with the consoli­ 
dation if it will improve the ovcrail 
system. 
As far as costs are concerned 
we believe we are in favor of the 
program if it 
works the way the 
committee's report says that it will. 
I his is the part that could be hurt 
in the legislature by compromises 
based on misinformation. 
As vve u n d e r s t a n d 
t he 
committee’s intentions, the idea is 
to bring the total school p ro g ra m up 
to the point where there would be 
less need for local districts to add 
so much extra money to their local 
program. This would be done partly 
by the consolidation of 
districts 
and partly by an increase in the 
state program. 
At the present time the Hamlin 
District is paying the full salary of 
five teachers over the state schedule 
as well as paying a bonus to all 
teachers over the state schedule, 
I he new plan has a goal of eliminat­ 
ing Ute need for the bonuses by 
increasing the salary schedules to 
the 
point that this would not be 
necessary. We do not know if this 
will work out or not but in most 
cases it should. 
I he state would pay for more 
teacher 
aides, 
for 
vocational 
teachers and would increase the 
state's share lor books, equipment 
and transportation. 
W hiie the state would drop their 
average share from 80 percent of 
the minimum foundation program 
to 75 percent the program should 
cover more of the actual costs. At 
the present time the Hamlin District 
is paying around 30 percent. None 
ol this includes buildings, which at 
the present will continue to be the 
responsibility of the local districts. 
I he reevaluation phase of the 
program has scared lots of people 
because for the most part it has 
been misunderstood. At the present 
time the district's ability to pay 
has been based on a complicated 
formula based heavily on county 
values. 
It has been these county 
values that have caused most of the 
problems. 
A house in one county can be on 
the books for $500 and a house of 
an equal value in another county 
for $4000 or more. A piece of land 
that is in two counties can be on tho 
books for $ 150 an acre in one county 
and for $20 in the other. 
This 
means that the county with the lower 
values gets the most state money 
because of their lack of "ability to 
pay. ” 
I he new values would be used 
only for the purpose of determining
